John Saxton, who in 1815 established the 
Canton Repository and conducted it without 
Interruption for 56 years, had the reputa 
tion of being the most moral edifor. and of 
publishing the cleanest newspaper in th* 
state.

1792. and went to Canton when it had a 
population of only 300. He died at Canton 
on April 16. 1871, at the ag# of 79.

He literally practiced a d#epl> 
religious life and opened and cloaed his 
day with a brief reading from the Scrip 
tures and prayer. He practiced his religion
